3. The school ig organized in four battaliona; each battalion includes three 
companies, each company having 50 men. 


he ‘wo of the four battalions receive infantry training; another is made up 
of escort armament, and the fourth is motorized infantry. 


5S. On 6 fay 1950 the military-political school of the Nis district began 
instruction of a new class. The course of instzuction will be of six 
months: duration.
